and furniture; or that he took plea- 
{ure in their Embraces; but becauſe 
It 1s the Style of the Countrey , and a 
mark of goad breeding arid Conrtly Gran- 
aenr, . | 

It was-upon this Occaſion that he one 
day ſent for:Facobo Ceſt: ,;and defir'd, 
that he would ſearch out and purchaſe 
tor him the moſt elegant and handſome 
Wench he could poſſibly-light upon, 
amongſt-ſuch ſlaves as are daily ex- 
pos'd to ſale in the Turkiſh Domznions, 

T he .Merchant was not long e'r he 
happen'd upon a very #autiful Crea- 
cure, of a,29de{# Conntenance, and, as 
near as could be gneſs'd, a Yirgin. He 
bought her,and brought her ro the Aga, 
who being .extreamly taken with her 
ſhape and mine, pay'd him for her 450

Dofers, which was the Price the was 
valued at, But this pretty Gzrle had, 
for all her ſimperine and innocent de- 
meanour, been corrupted. it ſeems, be - 
fore ſhe came to the Ennuch; and after 
ſome time that ſhe had been with him, 
(for he kept her in a honſe of His own, 
and not in the Serazlio) was ſaſpected 
ro be with child, Her Lord was wonder- 


fal importunate to ſift out who it was 


that might be the Father of her great 
belly but ſhe would by no means be 
induc'd to diſcover it 5 which ſo 7»- 
cinſed him , that the Aga forthwith 
cauſes her to be turifd out of doores:; 
and thus for ſome time ſhe remamed 
in diſgrace; though in the houſe of her 
Major Damo, to whom he had given 
her to be diſpoſed of, till ſhe was ar 

laſt brought to bed of a goodly Boy. 
Some t1me after the Child was born, 
the Aga, whether mov'd with Compaſsi-

was ſent for to provide a Nyrſe tor the 
young Prince, that care belonging like- 
wiſe particularly to his charge: Imme- 
diately the A24 reflets upon his diſ- 
grac'd Slave, whom he ſpeedily ſent for 
ro him, and brought to Court, ( toge- 


ther with her pretty By-blow, the pre- 


ſent Padre Ottomans ) recommending 
her for a Nurſe to the Royal Infant 
upon which account the ſtay'd near two 
whole years in the Seraglio : Sultan 
Ibrahim ( father of the young Prixce) 
during this time grew ſo taken with 
the Nurſes Boy, as being much a love- 
lier CHILD than his owx, that he grew 
infinitely fender of him 3 which fo in- 
rag'd and diſpleas'd the Great Sultana, 
chat being now no longer able to diſ- 
ſemble her Reſentment , (he grew in 
wroth with Ibrahim, and gave a ſecond 
and more cruel exilement to tne untor-

tunate Nnrſe, and her darling Ch:1d; 
whom ſhe baniſh'd out of the Seraglio,

This violent ad&on of the Sultara 
made, you may imagine, a foul houſe 
| in the Coxrt, and it grew at laſt to thar | 
"ih — heieht, that the Emperour (who took 

it ereatly to heart, his pretty Favorite 
ſhould be thus thrown out of the Se- 
| raglio, running one day to the Sultana, 
he ſnatches his ſoz out of her arms, 
and threw him into a P:ſcina or large 
Fonntain, which was near them. where 
he had like to have been drown'd. | 
This paſſionate and unnatural action # 
of Ibrahim inrag'd the Sxltaya now 
more then ever againſt the Aga, ſo as 
4 the ſought all occaſions poſſible to 
3» put him ro death, as impurting the ill- 
nature of her Lord the Emperonr to 
ſome wicked impreſſions of his Fa- 
wvorite 5 but chiefly , for his bringing 
the fair S/ave and her Baſtard into the 
Serazlio, 

The continual hatred and wachina® | 
tzons of the G. Sultana cauſed the Aga 
£0 conſult his fafery; and beſides, he 
was not a little apprehenſive of the 

capri- 
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, the furSt Impoſior. 


capriciows and unconſtant hymory of 
Ibrahim , who being of a weak com- 
plexion and underſtanding , he feared 
might in time be wrought upon by the 
Sultana to deſtroy him ; and there- 
fore makes ſuit tro the Emperor that 


| he would permit him to go on Pzleri- 


91age tO Mecha, {1nce Abſence might 
poſſibly mitigate her fury : and tor 
that he was now grown aged , and 
leſs capable of doing him ſervice in 
his charge, which he defireq he would 
eive him leave to: refign, 


But Ibrahim, finding him by long. 


experience to be a _ Perſon, 2nd 
one that had faithfully ſerved the Em- 
perour his Brother, would by no means 
hearken to his Requeſt, or perinit him 
to 20 from him; fince as the conſtitu- 
!ioy of the Seraclio ſtands, That had 


been to have for ever depriy d him of 


a Servant, whom he {ſo dearly loved, 
For you are to unzerſ:and, that who- 
ever obtains leave to 20 that holy P:l- 
grimage, is ipſo fatto made free, No 
Eunuch belonging to the Seraglio ( b<- 
ing Slaves of honour to the Grand $12- 
rior) can obtain his LZ:berty, but; by 


the Emperonrs eſpecial Grace ; which 
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alſo entitles him to a certain Annual 
Penſion, arifing from the Revenue of 
Grand Cairo, ſet apart for ſuch Rewards: 
And for this reaſon it was, that Ibrahim 
was very unwilling to part with his E#- 
»uch : However , being vanquiſh'd at 
laſt with his continual z»portunity, and 
for that it was upon condition, that not- 
wichſtanding the Cuſtome and Style of 
the Seraglio in ſuch Caſes, he ſhould go 
but as his ſlave, and having perform'd 
his Devetioz, return to him again, and 
to the Office which he would have re- 
fign'd; he grants him his Requeſt, Up- 
on this ſfipnlation he diſmiſſes his Fa- 
wvourite, and the Eunuch prepares for his 
Fourney in the Caravan of Alexandriaz | 
the Grand Siznior having at that time 
never a May of War in the Port, 
The whole Fleet conſiſted of but 
Eight Yeſſels, whereof Giafer command- 
ed the firſt, Mahumed the ſecond, Arab 
ozl: the thitd, ( this Arab 0-1; was 
Partner with the above-nam'd G:o Fa- 
cobo Ceſt) Cura Mahumrd commanded 
the fourth, Memi the fifth, Boar the © 
ſixth, Nicola a Chriſtian the ſcyenth ; 
and Fant another Chriſtiay Captain the 
£!ghth,who brought up the rear : Theſe 
, being 
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the firſt Twpoſtor. 
being ready to ſet Saile, the Ags em- 
barkes with his Family, and whole E- 
quipage ( amongſt which was his beau- 
tiful Slave, and her little Sox) in the 
firſt Ship, whereof, as we ſaid, Giafer 
was Commander : And now direQing 
their courſe towards Alexandria, they 
rouch'd a while at Scio ( an 7ſland in 
the Archipelago) where lingering ſome 
little time, they happen'd to meet :vith 
a certain Dominican Fryer ( well belo- 
ved of the chief of the Country) whom, 
for a former prevarication with them in 
matter of Relzgion, they would needs 
have conſtrained to abjure his Faith , 
and become a Turke; which the Reli- 
grous Man refuſing to do, the ctuel Eu- 
zach caus'd him to be immediarely burnt 
alive: This was in the Year 1644, 
Loofing from Scio, they were ſur- 
priz'd with a diſmal Tempeſt, which 
caus'd them to put in at Rhodes, where 
they were likewiſe forc'd to continue 
for ſome dayes e'r they durſt adven- 
ture out ; But at laſt purſuing their in- 
tended Yojage from thence ( being now 
about 15 Leagves diſtant from Rhodes) 
they diſcover fix Gallies + Ir fortun'd 
to be a great Calme, and yet they were 
hardly 
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hardly within Xe, ſo as to diſtinguiſh 
what they were ; yet ſuppoſing they 
might be the Galties of Bailer ( who 
are certain Turkiſh Guardians of the Ar- 
chipelago) that were making towards 
them, they ſeem'd not to be ſo much 
concern'd: But when a little atrer they 
came tofind their Mi{ake,and that they 
belonged to Malta, they were ſtrangely 
ſurpriz/d, and in great confuſton what to 
reſolye on; for divers Yeſſels of their 
company were (o diſpers'd, by reaſon of 
the calme, that they could not poſhbly 
joyn them :or want of YYind, This 


happen'd upon the Teath of May,inthe 


Year 1644, 

Well, tor all this,the 4za reſumes cou- 
rage,prepares for the Conflict 3 and upon 
their approach, begins bravely to defend 
himſelt, The F7eht continues for ſome 
time vely fiercely on either part, and not 


without murcual loſs; till by an unlucky 


Bread-ſide from one of the Malta-Gal- 
lies , the Eunych receives a Canenade 
on his breaſt, which daſh'd him into the 
Sea; and at the ſame inſtant, there 
was alſo fallen dead the fair Sciabas , 
(for ſo was that female Slave nam'd, a 
Ryſie by Nation, and Mother of our Pa- 

are 
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are. 'Ottemano ) without. any mark or 
wound, or {o much as the leaſt bruiſe 
co be tound , which made divers be- 
lieve ſhe dy dof very fright and appre- 
henſion; and with theſe periſh'd like- 
wile divers others in that Yeſſe/; upon 
which the reſt immediately ſtruck 
Satle, and ſubmitted to Mercy, 

The Maltezes now boarding their 
Prizes, and feeing ſo many Weren , 
Eunuchs, and other Paſſengers ( for as 
we recounted, one of theſe Yeſſe/s was 
wholly taken up by the Aga, ant his 


Domeſticks) asked, What pretty Child 


that was * the a;ftrafted People, partly 
out of terror, and haply, upon hope of 
better quarter, tell them, that he was 
the Sou of Sultay Ibrahim going to 
AMeca to be Circumcis'd, Greatly pleas d 
with their ſucceſs, they ſet Sazle imme- 
diately for Malta, where the hopes of 
their fancied Prize had fo far exalted 


them, that they ſoon noyſ'd it over all 


Chriſtendome, that they had taken the 
Grand Signiors Son, and the Sultana his 
Mother, with many like ſtories which 
paſs'd about the 7Yorld for current, and 
It gain'd credit, and was indeed general- 
ly believ'd by themſelves : Nay, the

whole Coll:dee, and Religion of Malta 
were ſo elated and poſſef'd with the con- 
ceit of it, that they began ſeriouſly to 
conſult of propoſing an Exchange for 
Rhodes, which had been their .antient 
Seat, and which they almoſt made 
themſelves as good as ſure of. 

The Great Maſter , and the Grand 
Croct were abſolutely of ths Opiniexs 
and did thereupon write Letters to Con- 
ftantinople , to Smyrna, and to ſeveral 
other places and correſpondences, to cer- 
tile where they might find their 
young Prince, and his Mother, provided 
they would come up to their Conditrons. 
For though ſhe were dead in the Com- 
bate, yet it ſeems they had either dreſt 
up a Property to Perſonate her among({t 
the She-flaves that were taken, or wil- 
ling to have it believed ſo, and both 
her ow”, and the Portrait of her young 
Son, were Painted to the lite, and fami- 
liarly fold in 7taly and France, for the 
better confirmation of this Belzefe : But 
after long expectations, receiving no 
Anſwer to their ſatisfaition, they be- 
vin to bein ſome doubt, and could not 
well divine what to make of it , and 


whether they were not all this while 
deluded 
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deluded of their Boaſt, and entertain'd 
in ſuſpenſe to abuſe them; for ſo :t ap- 
pears they were to the very Year 1649, 
But how farr this contributed to the 
Buarrel with the Yenetians, whom they 
unexpectedly ſurprizd ſoon after, 
will be made appear by the Se- 
quel, 
Ir was in this Year that the Perſors 
who gives us this Information (return- 
ing from Rowe, where he had finiſh'd 
his Studies in the Colledge De Propa- 
ganda Fide ) into his Native Country of 
Perſia, happen'd in his Journey to at- 
rve at Malta; where making ſome 
ſtay, he came to be knows to divers of 
the Order, and principal Perſons there ; 
as namely to the Treaſurer, ſeveral of 
the Grand Croct, to the Great Maſter 
bimſelf, the Commandator, the General 
of the Gallies, and moſt of the Nobzlity 
there, The Grand Maſter was then Fo- 
hannes Laſcaris, the Graud Commanda- 
tor, Monſieurde la Helle,the General Mons 
fteur de Beauchamp,&c, to omit thereſt; 
T heſe enter intoa Solemn Cox/#ltation, 
what was to be done to fifr out the 
truth, and value of their Prife ; that is, 


to know whether the Child were indeed 
Oultan 
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Sultan Ibrahims Son or no; And find- 
ing this Per/on, as they conceiy'd, a fit 
Inſtrument for their Parpoſe , as being 
well experienc'd in the Turkiſh Langu- 
age, and the Cuſtomes of their Country, 
and for ſome other Relations of his at 
the Port, and exe who had given them 
good Markes of his capacity and faith- 
tulneſs, they reſolve to diſpatch him 
forthwith to Conſtantinople , accompa- 
nyed onely with three or tour Turkiſh 
Slaves, who had redeemd themſelves , 
and with Inftrucdtions to their Envoye 
how the Deſiey was to be mana- 
ged, | 

$7enor Pietro (for fo we will now 
call him ) Salles from Malta, artives 
at Conſtantinople ; makes Frieyds m 
the Seraglio, enquires with all the fe- 
dulity imaginable, Whether any Child 
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. of the Graxd Seniors were miſſing © 


and whether it were true, that the Ha- 
ſak:, or Great Sultana, had ſome years 
ſince been loſt, or taken by the Malte- 
Zes in her Pilgrimage towards Mecha ? 
&c, Bur after all the diligence he 
could poſhbly make , he could never 
ciſcoyer any likelihood, 'or ſo much as 
thadow of it: In ſum , he finds there 
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was not a ſyllable of it tzwe ; and that 
the Relioron of Malta had all the while 
bur a6b#ſ:d themſelves in their Credul:- 
ty, and all Chriſtendom in the Report of 
it, Petro writes back to the Rel1g1on, 
and aflures them by many indubitable 
Evidences, nay Oathes and Affidavit's, 
which he had procur'd, and ſeveral 
other Effects of his dilligence, that ir 
was all I»poſture, and that they ought 
to e1ve credit tothe Romance no longer, 
or hope for the leaſt advantage by it : 
This was in the Year 1650; tor ſo /ong, 
and ſomewhat /onzer it was, e'r they 
would be dis-abus'd: And now at 
laſt they begin to defend themſelves , 
and by little and little 'toler their boaſt- 
ing dye, and to negle& any tarther Ce- 
remony to their pretended Royal Cap- 
tive; In ſhort, they now grew' very 
cold, hirdly made any more accorrt of 
him ; Yet ſo, that having for a long 
time abus'd the World, as aſham'd ar 
rhelr credulity, and to prevent reproach , 


they continually endeavour'd to have it 


ſtill thought true; and therefore gave 
the Boy the Title of Ottomano, which Be 
vweares to this day , Non per dignitatem 
(ſayes our ingenious Intormer ) 2a per 
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This is the true and real Hiſtory of 
the ſo much talk'd-of Padre Ottomano, 
and conſequently of that groundleſs 
and yulgar 0pin:0», Which has been 
ſpread ſo long about , that this Accz- 
dent alone was the onely ſourſe and cauſe 
of the Grand Sieniors Quarrel with the 
Venetians, but of which there is ſo little 
appearance; the 7tereſt of that Repub- 
lick, being fo different from that of the 
Maltezes, who are Sworn never to be at 
Peace with thoſe Miſcreapts ; whilſt the 
Venetians, on the” contrary , were in 4 
profound , and un-interrupted League 
with them, 

It is indeed commonly pretended , 
that contrary toa ſfipulation with the 
Grand Signtor, the Yenetians had pro- 
ceted the Knights of Malta, after this 
Exploit of Surprizing the Sultana and 
her Sox, going with an infinite Trea- 
ſure to Mecha; but the truth is, finding 
no occaſion to Commence the War up- 
on this ſuggeſtion, they give out ano- 


ther, and which is believed was the more 


real ground of it. 

In the re:zz of Sulran Amorat, there 
were deſtroy'd and burnt by the Yene-- 
7t1ans no leſs than five and twenty 

Fuſtt 
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Fuſti Barbareſche, ot Barbary Galles , 
who were Rovers and Pyrats upon thoſe 
ſeas,and greatly infeſted the Commerce ; 
Theſe they atraqu'd in the Port of A4- 
velona, demoliſhing withal their Caſtle : 
Complaint hereot being made to Mo- 
rud , he was provok d to declare Way 
againſt them as the fiſt Agereſbors ; 
though 1in truth this had been no v20- 
lation of any Article between them : 
However, upon their earneſt inſtigari- 
on, Amurat ſeems highly to reſent the 
Afﬀront , as done againſt his 4//es ; 
Hereupon the Yenetians offer to give 
them two Galeaſſes in ſatisfattion , and 


' to pay for all the /ofſe which they had 


{uſtain'd, Bur in this interim the Grand 
Sienior ingag'd inthe War at Babylon , 
dyes ſoon atter his return, and leaves 
the 2uarrel to his Brother Iſruhim; who, 
inſenſed alſo ſomewhat more tor the 
Veſſels that were deſtroy'd , upon the 
neck as 1t were of ths, by the Malteces, 
when Padre Ottomans was taken by 
them, and his Favorite Aga flain ( bis 
Defien , which was firſt againſt the 
Maltezes failing) without the leaſt pre- 
tence of renewing his Predrceſſors qua: - 
rel with the Fenerians, or declaring any 
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% 
formal War) with a Fleet of near 500 
ſaile, he Lands an Army of T hreeſcore 
thouſand Men near the City Carre, and 
In |1iitle rime became Maſter of that , 
and of the whole Kingdome beſide; 
Canaia the Metropolis, Spina Sonea,Car- 
bu\a, Suda, and ſome very few Poſts 
more excepted, and leaves the purſuit 
of this War to his Son Mahomed, who 
has continued it to this preſent day, By 
what Accident the Maltezes contribu- 
red to the fatal rouſing of this immane 
Lyon we have ſeen, but without the 
leaſt appearance of intituling it to the 
Merit of this ſ#ppoſititious Child and his 
Mother, upon which yer it 1s ſo vulgarlv 
and fo weakly founded, 

But what may farther elucidate the 
utter 2poſStbility of Padre Ottomaxo's 
Title, as Heir to that Family, 'tis noto- 
riouſly known, that thelaſt Emperor of 
the Twrks ( Father to the S»lran now 
Reiening) never had bur three Sons ; 
that the preſent Grand Senior was al- 
wayes the Elzeft; and that the other 
two ( by an extraordinary Effect of their 
Brothers good-nature, or Addreſs of the 
preſent Yalaarr or Dowager) are ſtill Ij- 


ving 18 the Seragho, out of whoſe pre- 
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cindts they are never allow'd to ſtir a- 
broad, but in company of the Grand 
S$:72amr, and under the (tricteit guard : 
Next, that no Prince of the Ottoman 
blood, or the Sultana her ſelt, does ever 
Travel to any place whatſoever out of 
rhe Palace, but when the Emperor g0Cs 
b1mſelf in Pe! ſo, This being fo, how 
p:iobab'e and likely it is, he ſhou'd ha- 
zard the Great Sultaya, and the Her 0: 
the Crown in a weak and ordinary Ca- 
r4Van, with ſo ſmall an. Equipagze, and 
fo little concerament tor their loſle, as 
never {o much as to treate about (heir 
Releaſe, &c, let any rational Man ve- 
rermine upon mature conſrderat 70m, and 
proſpect of the Circumft ances, 

Beſides, as our Intelligence argues and 
aſſures us, thoſe of Malta are fo inſa- 
tlably covetous, that it they could ell 
even the very Maltezes themie:ves, 
they would nor ſtick to make Moyey of 
them ; and thar it is familiar with theſe 
Holy Corſaires, to ſpoil all the Oriental 
Chriſtians, without diſtin&tion , who 
come 1n their way ;. neither regaraing 
their Faith, nor their Profeſs:0n : So a5 
when ever they ſurprize any miſerable 
Slaves, who for the diead of torment

have been forc'd to turne Rexegadbes 
| but would now moſt chearfully revert to 
' their Faith again; the Maltezes will 
not hearken to them, but ſel/ them a 
ſecond time to the Twrkes, to ſatisfie 
their prodigious Awvarice: How much 
more then (as our 7#forwer concluded) 
had it been to their Advaztage, to have 
(old this pretended Royal Boy, being a 
nataral Turke ; than to have ſaffer'd 
him to become a Chriſtian ? But they 
refery'd him upon future hopes, and 
when they perceiv'd that fail them, 
ro rid their hands of the Zxpenſe of 
the ock-ſtate, they had ſo long been 
at, and yet to preſerve their Reputati- 
07, make out their Boaſt, and credit their 
Rel-gion; they find a pretence of ſend- 
ing him to be bred in 7taly, and now ſuf-

zend, &c, Dedicated tro. the French 
King With a Front of ſteele, | 
In this Treatiſe,or rather Romance of his 

Knieht-errantry , he {ſums up the Anti- 
quit) of the Family of Creala , Which he 
extracts out of ſeveral grave and ſober 
Authors; Tat culing it to moſt of the Royal 
Houſes and Crows'd-Head's of Enrope ;

late the Srory of his Princely Eanca- 
t:0y under the Mufti, and of the ſtrange 


and prodigious Accidents that adyanc'd 


him firſt to Tephlicz or Yice- Roy of the 
Holy- Land, where we have the mira- 
culous Dream and Yiſton, and the af- 
{1ſtance- of the good Hermite, and his 
own Chriſtian Phyſitian, by which he 
became converted to the Faith, and 
diverted: from his Sacrilegious purpoſe 
of. plundering the Chappels of the Holy

cily he paſſes through Calabria towards

Miſtreſs of the World till reſolving to | 
bleſs Fraxce with his Preſence, touch- 
ing a little at Yenzce and Turino, he at 
laſt arrives at Pars, where he was re- 
ceived of that great Moxarch, who no 
ſooner hears of his Arrival, but he 
forthwith commands the Duke of S: 
Aenan with Coaches and an Equipage 
{urable to this princely Gueſt, and ro 
introduce this glorious ſtranger. The 
Kipg receives him according to his 
high 9zality, ſo nearly related to his

Bondage, and gather them from. all 
partes of the World. Ir was ſtrange 
to {ee how the fancy took, ahd how faſt 
the report of Sabataz and his Doctrine 
flew through all partes where Txrkes 
and Fews inhabited ; the latter of which 
were {o deeply pofleſſed with a beliete

Sabatai Sevi was Son of Mordechat 
Sevi, an Inhabitant, and Natural. of 
5myrna, who gained his Livelihood by 
being Broaker to an Ezeliſh Marchant 
in that place; a perſon, who before 
tis death was very decrepit in his Bo- 
dy, and full of the Goute, and other In- 
firmities , but his Son Sabatai Sevi ad- 
dicting himſelf roStudy, became a no- 
table Proficient in the Hebrew and Me- 
zaphyficks ; and arrived to that point of 
Sophiftry in Divinity and Metaphyſicks , 
that he vented a New Dodtrine in their 
Law, drawing to the Profeſſion of it ſo 
many Diſciples, as raiſed one day a Tu- 
mult in the Synagogue ; for which after- 
wards he was by a Cenſure of the Cho- 
rhams ( who are Expounders of the 
Law) baniſhed the City, 

During the time of his Exile , he 
[ravelled to Theſſalonica, now called 
Salonica, where he Marryed a very 
handſome Woman ; but either not ha- 
ving that part of Oeconomy as to g0- 
vern a Wite, or being Impotepnt to- 
wards Women, as was pretended, or 


chat ſhe found not fayour in his Eyes , 
the 
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ſhe was divorced from him : Again, 
he took a ſecond Wife, more beautiful 
then the former, but the ſame cauſes

bringing with him teftimonials of his 
Sanctity, Holy Life, Wiſdom, and Gifr 
of Propheſic, ſo deeply fixed himſelf in 
the heart of the Generality , both as 
being Holy and V Viſe, that thereupon 
he took conrage and boldneſs toenter 
inro Diſpute with the Grand Chocham 
(ho is the Head, and Chief Expoſicer 
of the Zaw,and (uperin:endent of their 
will ans Government) between whom 
the A'guments grew ſo high, and Lan- 
gUve fo hot, that the 7ewes who fa- 
voured 
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youred the Do&tine of Sabatai, and 
teared the Authority of the Chochams, 


doubtful what might be the iſſue of 


the Conteſt, appear'd in great num- 
bers before the Cad: of Smyrna, in ju- 


' ſtificationof their New Prophet, before 


ſo much as any Accuſation came againſt 
him- The Cad: ( according to the 


_ Cuſtome of the Tarkes,) ſwallows Mo- 


ny on both ſides, and afterwards remits 
them to the determination of their own 
Juſtice, In this manner $abataz gaines 
ground daylyz and the Grand Cho- 
cham with his Party, loſing both the af- 
feftion and obedience of his People, is 
diſplaced from his Office, and another 
Confſtituted, more affetionate, and a- 
oreeable to the New Prophet , whoſe 
power daily increaſed by thoſe confi- 
dent Reports, That his Eaemies were 
ſtruck with Phrenſtes and Madneſs, un- 
til being reſtor'd to their former tem- 
per and wits by him, became his Friends, 
Admirers, and Diſciples, No Invita- 
tion was now mace in Smyrna by the 
Tewes, nor Marriage, or Circumciſion 
ſolemnized, where Sabata: was not pre- 
ſent, accompanyed with a multitude-of 
nis Followers, and the Streets cover'd

with Carpits, or fine Cloath for him to 
rread on; but the Humility of this 
Phariſee appear'd ſach, that he would 
ſtoop and turne them aſide, and ſo pals, 
And having thus fixed himſelf in the 
Opinion and Admiration of the People, 
he began to take on himſelf the Title 
of Meſſiah, and the Sox of God, and ro 
make this following Declaration to 
all the Nation of the 7ewes, which be- 
ing wrote Originally in Hebrew, was 
Tranſlated for me taithtully into 7tal:- 
an, in this manner.

Notwithſtanding the Diſciples of 
Sabatai Sevi were not ſo numerous, © 
but many oppoſed his dotrine, pub- 
liquely avouching that he was an 7m- 


* Poſtor, and Deceiver of the people, 


amoneſt which was one Samuel Per- 
7114, man of a good eſtate and reputa- 
tion in S-yr7a, who arguing in the 
Synagogne, that the prefent figns of 
the coming of the Mefiah were not 


apparent, either according to Scripture, 
or

or the doftrine of the Rabbzns, raiſed 
ſuch a ſedition and tumult amongſt 
the Jews, as not onely prevailed a- 
gainſt arguments, but had alſo againſt 
his life, had he not timely conveyed 
himſelf out of the Synagogue , and 
thereby eſcaped the hands of tne mul- |: 
titude, who now could more eafily |: 
endure blaſphemy againſt the Law of ; 

| 


Moſes , and the prophanation of the 
Sanituary, than contradiction, or mil- 
belief of the dorine of Sabatazr. But 
howſoever ic fell out, Pennia in thort 
time becomes a convert, and preaches 
up Sabatai for the Son of God, and de- 
liverer of the Fews - and not onely 
he, but his whole family ; his daugh- 
ters propheſte , and fall into ſtrange 
extaſles ; and not onely his houſe, but 
tour hundred men and women pro- 
pheſie of the growing kingdom of 
Sabatai, and young infants who could 
yet ſcarce ſtammer out a ſyllable to 
_ their mothers, repeat, and pronounce 
plainly the name of Sabatai the Meſ- 
ftah, and Son of God. For thus farr 
had God permitted the devil to de- 
lude this people, that their very chil-

 motepreſumpruous, that he might cor- 
reſpond with the Prophefies of great- 
3 nels, and dominion of the Meffiah, 
2} proceeds to an election of thoſe Prin- 
ces which were to govern the 71ſrae- 
* Lites in their march towards the Holy- 
Laxd, and to diſpence Judgement and

In this manner things ran to a ſtrange 
height of madneſs amongſt the Fews 
at Smyrna, where appear'd fuch pa- 
| geantry of greatneſs, that no Come- 
dy could equil the mock-ſhews they 
repreſented, and though none Curtt 
openly profeſs any ſcruple, or doubt of 
this common received belief, yer for 
confirmation of the Fews in their 

Faith, and aſtoniſhment of the Ger- 

tiles, it was judged no leſs than n«ce{- 

ſary that Sabatai ſhould ſhew ſome mi- 

racles, whereby to evince to all the 

World that he was the true Meſs1ah - 

and as the preſent occaſton ſeemed to 

require an evidence intallible ot this 

truth, ſo it was daily expected by the 

vulgar , with an impatience ſutable ro 

humors diſpoſed to Novel:ie ; who 

' Out of every action and motion of their 
Prophet began to fancy ſomething 

extraordinary and ſupernatu-al, $4- 
batai was now horribly puzzled for a 
Miracle, though the imaginacion of the 
people was fo vitiated that any leger- 
F demaine, 
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demaine, or {l:ght of hand would have 
paſſed more eaſily with with them for a 
wonder than Moſes ſtriking the rock 

tor water, or dividing the red ſea, 
And occaſion happening that Sabataz | 
was, 1n behalf of his Subjes, to ap- | 
pear before the Cagz, or judge of the | 

Citie to demand eaſe , and relief of 

ſome oppreſſions which aggrieved 
them: It was thought neceſſary a Mi- 

racle ſhould now or neyer, when S4ba- 

tai appearing with a formal and pha- 
riſaical gravitie, which he had ſtarcht 
on: Some on a ſudden avouched to 

ſee a pillar of fire between him and 

the Cadi, which report preſently was 

heard through the whole room, filled 

with Fews that accompanied Sabatar, 
bs ſome of whom, who ſtrongly fancied 
if it, vow'd, and {wore they ſaw it; # 
el others in the outward yard , or that 
; could not come near to hear, or ſee 
6 for the crowd, as ſpeedily took the 
| | ; alarm, and the rumour ran, and heliet 
receiv'd by the Women and Children 
at home in a moment, ſo that $Sabatar 
Sev; returned to his houſe triumphant, 
fixed in the hearts of his people, who 
now needed ne further Miracles to 
confirm 
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confirm them in their faith And thus 
was Sabatai exalted ,, when no 'man 
w:s thought worthy of communica- 
tion who did not believe him to be 
the Meſſiah : others were called Ko- 
phrim , \nfidels or hereticks, liable to 
the cenſure of excommunication, with 
whom it was not lawful ſo much 2s 
to eat: every man produc'd his rrea- 
ſure,his Gold and Jewe!s, offering cl:em 
at the feet of Sabata! ; fo that he 
could have commanded all the we:lth 
of Smyrna, but he was too ſubtil to 
accept their money , leaſt he ſhould 
render his deſign ſuſpected by any act 
of coverouſnels. Sabatai Sewi having 
thus fully fixed himſelf in Smyrna, and 
filled other places with rumors of his 
fame; declared that he was called by 
God to vilit Conſtantinople, where the 
greateſt part of his work wis to be 
accomplitht ; in order whereunto he 
privately ſhips himſelf, with ſome few 


attendants in 4 T arkiſh Saich, in the . 


Moneth of Fanrzary 1666. leaſt the 
crowd of his diſciples, and ſuch who 
would preſs to follow him, ſhould en- 
danger him in che Eyes of the Turks, 
who already began to be ſcandal .zed 
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him up Priſoner to the Port, where

at the reports and propheſtes concern- 
ning his perſon. But though Sabataz 
took few into the Veſlel ro him, yer a 
multitude of Fews travell'd over land 
co meet him againat Conſtantinople, on 
whom all their Eyes and Expectations 
were intent, The wind proving nor- 
thernly, as commonly it is in the He- 
leſpont and Propontis ; Sabatai was thit- 
tie nine days in his voyage, and yet 
the Veſſel not arriv'd, fo little power 
had this Meſſiah over the Sea and 


Winds, in which time news being 


come to Corſtantineple that the Fews 
Meſiah was near, all that people pre- 
pared to receive him with the fame 
Joy and Impatience as was expreſt in 
other parts where he arrived ; the 
great Yizier ( then alſo at Conſtanti- 
zople , being not yet departed on his 
expedition for Caxdia ) having heard 
ſome rumors of this man, and the diſ- 
order and madneſs he had raiſed a- 
mongſt the Fews ; ſent two Boats, 
whilſt the Sazck was detained by con- 
trary winds, with commands to bring 


accordingly Sabatai being come, was 


committed to the moſt loathſom and 
darkeſt 
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darkeſt Dangeon in the Town, there 
ro remain inftarther expeRation of the 
Viziers {entence : The Fews were not 
at all diſcouraged ar this il] treatment 
of their prophet, but rather confirmed 


' In their belief. of him; as being the 


accompliſhmenc of the propuiefie of 
thoſe things which ought to precede 
his glory and dominion ; which con- 
{1deration induc'd the chiefeſt perſons 
amongſt the Fews to make their viſits 
and addreſſes to him with the ſame 
ceremony and reſpect in the Dungesn 
as they would have done had he rhen 
{ac exalted on the throne of 1ſracl - 
ſeveral of them, with one Anacazs, by 
name, 4 man of great eſteem among(\t 
the Fews, attended a whole day before 
him, with their Eyes caſt down, their 
bodies bending forward, and hands 
croſt before them (which are poſtures 
of humility, and ſervice in the Eaſtern 
Countreys ) the undecency of the 
place, and preſent ſubjetion, not ha-

In this manner Sabataz Sewi re- 
mained a Priſoner at Conſtantinople for 
the ſpace of rwo Moneths3 at the end 
of which, the Yizter having deligned 
his expedition for Candia ; and conſi- 
dering the rumor and diſturbance the 
preſence of Sabatai had made already 
at Conſtantinople, thought it not ſecure 
ro ſuffer him co remain in the Imperial 
Citie, whilſt both the Grand Signior 
and himſelf were abſent : and there- 
tore changes his priſon to the Darda- 
aelli, otherwiſe called the Caf/le of 
Abydos, being on the Eyrepe 11de of 
the Heleſpont, oppolite to Seſtos, places 
famous in Greek Poetrie, This remo- 
val of Sabatai from a warſe Priſon to 
one of a better air ; confirmed the Fews 
with greater confidence of his being 
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the Meſſiah, ſuppoſing that had it been 
in the power of the Y7zzer, or other 
Officers of the Turks , to have de- 
ſtroyed his perſon, they would never 
have permitted him to have lived to 
that time, 1n regard their Maximes en- 
fo:ce them to quit all jealonfies and 
ſuſpitions of ruine to their ſtare by the 
death of the party feared, which much 
rather they ought to execute on $4- 
batai, who had not onely declared him- 
ſelt the King of 7ſrael, but alſo pub- 
liſhed Propheſtes fatal tro the Grand 
$/7nior and his Kingdoms. 
With this conſideration, and others 
\ preceding, the Fews flock in great 
numbers to the Caſtle, where he was 
impriſoned, not onely from the neigh- 
bouring parts, but alſo from Poland, 
Germanie, Legorne, Venice, Amſterdam, 
and other places where the Fewt re- 
ſide: on all whom, as a reward of the 
EXPence, and labours of their pilgri- 
mage, Sabatai beſtowed plenty of his 
benedictions , promiſing encreaſe of 
their ſtore, and enlargement of their 
Poſleſſions in the Holy-Land. And fo 
great was the confluence of the Fews 
[7 ro this place, that the Txr&s thought

it requiſite to make their gy 


| thereof, and ſo not onely raiſed the 


price of their Proviſion, Lodgings.and 
other Neceſlaries , but alſo denied to 
admit any to the preſence of Sabatar, 
unleſs for money, ſetting the price, 
ſometimes at five, ſometimes at ten 
Dollers, or more or leſs, according as 
chey gueſled at their abilities, or zeal 
of the perſon, by which gain and ad- 
vantage to the Turks no complaints 
or advices were carried to Adrianople, 
cither of the concourſe of people, or 
arguments amongſt the Fews in that 
place; but rather all civilities, and 1t- 
bertie indulged unto them, which ſer- 


ved as a father argument to enſnare_ 


this poor people in the belief of rheir 
Meſſiah. 

During this time of confinement, 
Sabatat had leiſure to compoſe and 
inſtitute a new method of Worſhip for 
the Fews, and principally the manner 
of the celebration of the day of his 


Nativity , which he preſcribed in this 
manner.

Kingdome, of reſcue from the Tyran- 
ny of the T#rk, and leading the Grand 
Szenior himſelf Captive in Chaines ; 
matters ſo dangerous and obnoxious to 
rhe State wherein they lived, as mighe 
juſtly convict them of Treaſon and Re- 
bellion, and leave them to the Mercy of 
that Juſtice, which on the leaſt jealouſte 
and ſuſpicion of Matters of this nature, 
uſes to extirpate Families, and ſubvert 
the Manſton-houſes of their own Peo- 
ple, much rather of the Fewes, on whom 
the Turkes would gladly take occaſion 


to diſpoile them of their Eſtates, and' 


condemn the whole Nation to perpe-

tual flavery, And indeed it would 
have been a greater wonder tken eyer 
Sabatai (hewed, that the Txrkes took 
no advantage from all theſe extraya- 
gances, to dreine the Fewes of a conſ1- 
derable Sum of Money, and fer their 
whole Race in T»rky art aRanſome, had 
not theſe Paſſages yielded them mat- 
ter of Paſtime, and been the Subject of 
the Twrkes Laughter and Scorne ; ſup- 
poſing it a Diſparagement to the great- 
neſs of the 0rt0man Empire, to be con- 
cerned for the Rumors and Combu- 
ſtions of this Diſperſed People, With 
theſe conſiderations this Cocham, that 
he might clear himſelf of the blood and 
ouilt of his Countrey-men , and con- 
cern'd in the common deſtruction, goes 
before the Caa!, and there proteſts a- 
g4inſt the preſent Doctrine; Decla- 
ring, that he had no hand in ſetting up 
of Sabatas, but v.-, an Enemy both to 
him and to hi- wholeSect. This free- 
dome of the Chocham ſo enraged and 
ſcandalized the Fewes, that they judg- 
ed no Condemnation or Puniſhment 
roo ſevere againſt ſuch an Offender and 
Blaſphemer of their Law, and Holineſs 
of the Meſsiah; and therefore with Mo- 

ney 
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ney and Preſents to the Cad, accuſing 
him as Diſobedient in a Capital nature 
co their Government, obtain'd ſentence 
againſt him, ro have his Beard ſhaved, 
and to be condemn'd to the Galles, 
There wanted nothing now to the ap- 
pearance of the Meſs:ah, and the 1o- 
lemnity of his coming, but the preſence | 
of Flies, whom the Fewes began to ex- | 
pect hourely, and with that attention | 
and earneſtneſs, that every Dreame, or | 


Phantaſme to a weak head was judged |: 
to be Flies; it being taught, and aver- 
red, that he was ſeen in divers formes 
and thapes, not to be certainly diſco- 
vered or known, before the coming of | 
the Meſsiah ; fer this ſuperſtition is fo | 
far fixed amongſt them, that generally | 
in their Families they ſpread a Table 
for Elias the Prophet, to which they 
make an Invitation of Poor people,leay- | 
ing the chief place for the Lord Elias, ® 
whom they believe tobe inviſibly pre- | 
ſent at the entertainment, and there tro 
Eate, and Drink, without dimunition , | 
either of the Diſhes, or of the Cup, 
One perſon amongſt the Fewes com- 
manded his Wite after a ſupper of this 
kind,to leave the Cup filled with Wias ; 
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and the Meat ſtanding all night, for 
Elias to Feaſt, and Rejoyce alone 
And in the morning ariſing early , af- 
firmed, that Elias took this Banque -t1lo 
kindly, that in token of gratitude, and 
acceptance, he had replen! Md the Cup 
with Oyle, in ſtead of Wine, Ir is a 
Certain Cuſtome amoneſt the Fewrs on 
the Evening of the Sabbath ro m—_ .

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tor Elias: And Sabatai Sevibeing once 
Invited at Smyrna to the Circumciſion 
of re Firſt-borne-Son of one Abraham 
Gutiere, a Kiniman of Sabataz, and all 
things ready tor the. Ceremony , Saba- 
tai Sevi exhorted the Parents of the 
Child to expect a while until his farther 
Order: After a good halte hour, Saba- 
tai order'd them to proceed and cut the 
Prepuce of the Child, which was inſtant- 
ly perform'd with all joy and fatisfacti- 
on to the Parents : and being afttet- 
wards demanded the reaſon why he re- 
tarded the pertormance of that Function, 
his anſwer was, T hat Elzas had not as yet 
taken his Seat, whom, afſoon as he ſaw 
placed, he ordered them to proceed;and 
that now ſhortly Elias would diſcover 
himſelf openly,and proclaime the newes 
of the general Redemption, 

Tis being the common Opinion a- 
moneſt the Femes, and that Sabataz 
Sevi Was the Meſſiah, being become an 
Article of Faith, it was not hard ro pe:- 
{wade them , that Elias was come al- 
ready, that they mer him in their 
Diſhes, in chedarke, in their Bed- cham- 
bers, or 2ny where elſe inviſible, in the

ſtarts from his Sear, and avouches, that 
he ſaw Elias upon the Wall, and with 
that bowes to him, and Complements 


him with all Reverence and humility : 


Some others having in like manner 
their Fagcies prepofleſled , and their 
Eycs with the Fumeof Wane 1!l pre- 
pared to aiſtinguith ſhadowes, imedt- 


arely agreed upon the Object, ans then 


there was not one in the Company 
who would {ay he did not fee him: ar 
which ſurprize every one was it:uck 
with reyerence and awe 3 and tac molt 
Eloquene amongſt them, haying chett 
Tongues looſed with Joy, and Wine | 
directed Orations, Encominms, and acts 
of Thankfulneſs ro Efzas, courting and 
complementing him , as diſtraged Lo- 
vers doe the ſuppoſed preſence of their 
Miſtreſles, Another Few at Conſtan- 
tinople reported, that he met Elzas inthe 
Streets, babited like a Tyrke , with 


whom he had a long Communication x

Propheſtes of the Revolt of the Fews 
f-om their Obedience to the Grand Sig- 
»ior ; and taking likewiſe to his Coun- 
{el ſome certain aiſcontented and un- 
believing Chechams, who being zealous 
for their Nation, and jealous of the 1ll- 
conſequences of this long-continued , 
and increaſing Madneſs, took liberty to 
 informe the Chimacham (who was De- 
puty of the Great Y7zzer then at Can- 
dia) that the Few, Priſoner at the Ca- 
ftle, called Sabatai Semi, was a Lewd 
Perſon, and one who indeavoured to 
debauch the mindes of the Fewes, and 
Civert them from their honeſt courſe of 
Iivelihood, and Obedience rothe Graud 
S721tor ;, and that therefore it was ne- 
ceſſary to clear the World of ſo Fa- 
ious and dangerous a Spirit : The 
Chimacham being thus informed, could

their hopes and expectations, | 
The Grand Siznior having by this 
time received divers informations of 
che madneſs of the Fews, and the pre- 
rences of Sabatai; grew big with de- 
fire and expectation to ſee him : fo 
that he no ſooner arriv'd at Adria- 
zople, but the ſame hour he was brought 
betore the Grand Signior + Sabat at ap= 
peared much dejected, and failinz of 
chat courage which he ſhewed in the 
$ynazoene ; and being demanded ſeve- 
ral Queſtions in Turkiſh by the Grand 
$ignior, he would not truſt ſo farr to the 
vertue of his Meſf;ahſhip, as to deliver 
himlelf in the T#rkiſh Lanenage; but 
delired a Dodtor of Phyſick, (who had 
from a ew turned Turk,) to be his in- 
terpreter, which was granted to him ; 
but not without refle&ion of the ſtan- 
ders by ; that had he been the Meſſah, 
and [ox of God,as he formerly ——_

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his tongue would have flown with va- 
rietie, as well as with the perfe&ion of 
Languages, But the Grand Signir 
would not be put off without a Miracle, 
and it muſt be one of his own choice : 
which was, that Sabataz ſhould be ſtripr 
naked, and ſet as a mark to his dex- 
terous Archers : if the Arrows paſſed 
not his body, but that his fleſh ana 
Skin was proot like armour, then he 
would believe him to be the Meſbrah, 
and the perſon whom God had de- 
fon'd to thoſe Dominions, and Great- 
nefles, tie pretended. But now Sabataz 
not having faith enough to ſtand to 
ſo ſharp a trial, renounced all his ritle 
ro Kingdoms and Governments , al- 
ledging that he was an ordinary 
Chocham,and a poor Few,as others were, 
and had nothing of Priviledge, or Ver- 
tue above che reſt, The Grand Senor 
notwithſtanding, not wholly ſatisfied 
with this plain confeſhon, declared, that 
having given publique ſcandal to the 

roteſlors of the Mahometas religion, 
ana done diſhonour to his Soveraigg 
authoritie, by pretending to draw ſuch 
a conſiderable portion from him, as the 
Land of Paleſtine ; his treafon and 
crime

crime was not to be expiited by any | 
other means then by a converſion to 
the Mahometan faith, which if he refus'd 
to do, the ſtake was ready at the gate 
of the Serazlio to empale him, Saba- 
747 bemng now reduced to extremitie of 
his latter game; not being the leaſt 
doubtful what to do; for to die for 
what he was aſſured was falſe , was 
204inſt mature, and the death of a mad 
man: replyed with much cheartulneſs, 
that he was contented to turn Terk, 
and that it was not of force, but of 
choice, having been a long time def1- 
rous of ſo glorious a Profeſſion , he 
eſteemed himſelf much honored, that 
he had opportunity to own it; firſt in 
the preſence of the Grand S12nzr, And 
here was the zon plus ultra of all the 
bluſter and noiſe of this vain Impoſtor,

The news that Sabata7 was turned 
Tark,and the Meſſiah to a Mahumetan, 
quickly filled all parts of Turky. The 
Fews were {trangely ſu: prized ar it, and 
aſhamed of their eaſte belief, of the 
arguments with which they had per- 
ſwaded one the other, and of the Pro- 
ſelytes they had made intheir own fa- 
milies, Abroad they became the com- 
mon Gcerifion of the Towns where 
they inhabited: the Boys houted after 
them. coyning a new word at Smyrna, 
( Ponftai ) which every one ſeeing a 
Few, with a finger pointed out, would 
pronounce with {corn and contempt : 
ſo that this ceceived people for a long 
time after remained with confufion, ft- 


jence, and dejeRtion of ſpirit, And yer

moſt of them affirm that Sabataz is nor 
curned Tark, but his ſhadow onely re- 


mains on eartiy, and walks with a white 


head, and in the habit of a Mahumetay - 
but that his natural body «nd ſoul are 
caken into heaven, there to reſide until 
the time appointed for accompliſhment 
of theſe wonders - and this opinion 
began {o commonly to take place, as 
it this people reſolved never to be un- 
deceived, uiing the forms and rules for 
Devotion preſcribed them by their Ma- 
humetan Meſ1:h: Inſomuch that rhe 
Chochams of Coffantineple, tearing the 
danger of this er: Or might creep up, and 
equal the former, condemned the be- 
lief of Sabatai being Meſah, as dam- 
nable, and enjoyr-.1 them to return to 
che antient Method and Service of 
God upon pain of Excommunication.

During the tune of all theſe tran(- 
ations and paſſages at Coxſtantrnople, 
Smyrna, Abydos, upon the es 

an 
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and Adrianople, the Fews leaving their 
Merchgntlie courſe, and advices, what 
prizes commodities bear and matters 
of Traffique, ſtuffed their Letters for 
Italy and other parts, with nothing buc 
wonders and miracles wrought by their 
falſe Meſſzah. As then when the Grand 
Sz2nior {ent to take him, he cauſed all 
the Meſtengers immediately to die, up- 
on which other Fanizaries being again 
ſent, they all fell dead with a word on- 
ly from his mouth ; and being defired 
to revive them again, he immediat:ly: 
recall 'd chem to life; but of them one- 
ly ſuch who were true Txrks, and nor 
thoſe who had denied that faith in 
which they were born, and had proteſ}, 
After this they added, that he went 
volnntarily to priſon, and though the 
gates were barr'd 2nd ſhut with ſtrong 
Locks of Iron, yet that Sabataz was 
{een to walk through the ſtreers wich 
2 numerous attendance , and when 
they laid Shackles on his neck and 
feet, they not onely fell from him, 
but were converted into Gold, with 
which he gratified his true and faith- 


ful believers and diſciples, Some M:- 
H 2 racles 
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racles alſo were reported of Nathay, 
that onely at reading the name of 
any particular man, or woman , he 
would immediately recount the Story 
of his, or her life, their fins or defaults, 
and accordingly impoſe juſt correion 
and penance for them, Theſe ſtrong 
reports coming thus confidently into 
Italy and all parts, the Fews of Caſel 
di Monferrato reſolved to ſend three 
pefſons in behalf of their ſociety, in 
the nature of extraordinary Legates, 
to Smyrna, to make inquiry after the 
truth of all theſe rumors , who ac- 
cordingly arriving in S»9yra4, full of 
expectation and hopes, intenging to 
preſent themſelves with great Humi- 
lity and Submiſſion before their AMeſ- 
{iah and his Prophet Nathan, were en- 
certain'd with the ſad news, that S4- 
batai was turned Txrk, 'by which in-

the affairs, they made a vilit to the 
brother of Sabataz; who {till conti- 
nued to perſwade them, that Sabataz 
was notwithſtanding the true Me- 
fia#, that it was not he who had ta- 
ken on him the habit and form of a 
Tark, but his Angel or Spirit, his bo- 
dy being aſcefided into Heaven, un- 
ti] God ſhall again ſee che ſeaſon, 
and time to reſtore it, adding fur- 
ener, that an effe&t hereof they thould 


ſee by rhe prophet Nathan, certified, 


now every. day expected, who ha- 
ving wrought Atzracies in many pla- 
ces, wauld alſo tor their Conſolation, 
reveal hidden fectets unto them, 
with which they ſhould not onely 
remain ſatisfied, but aſtoniſhed. With 
this onely hope of Nathan, theſe Le- 
gates were: 2 little comtorted, reſol- 
ving to attend his arrival, in regard 
they had a Letter to confign into his 
hands, and according to their inftru- 
tions ,, were to demand of him che 
grounds. he.. had for his Propheſies, 
and what, afſurance he had , that he 
was divinely infpir'd, and how rthele 

H 2 things 
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things were reveal'd unto him, which 
he had committed to Paper, and diſ- 
perſed to all parts of the World, At 
length Nathan aitives near Smyrna , 
on Friday rhe .third of March, to- 
wards the Evening , and on Sunday 
theſe Legates made their viſit to 
bim : But Nathan, upon news of the 
ſucceſs of his beloved Meſſiah, began 
to grow ſullen and reſerved 5 So 
that the Legates could ſcarce pro- 
cure admittance to him; all thar 
they, could do was to inform him, 
that they had a Letter co him from 
the brother-hood of 7taly, and com- 
miſſion to conferr with him concern- 
ing the foundation and authority he 
had for his propheſtes , but Wathan 
refuſed ro take the Letter, ordering 
Kain Abolafis a Chocham of the City 
of Smyrna to' receive it; ſo that the 
Legates returned 11] contented , but 
yet with hopes at Nathan's arrival 
at Smyrna to receive better fati(- 
faction, 

Bur whilſt Nathan intended to 
enter into Smyrna, the Chochams of 
Conſtantinople, being before adviſed 


of 
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of his refolation to take a Journey 
into their parts, not knowing by which 
way he might come, ſent their Let- 
ters and Ordets to Smyrna, Pruſcia, 
and every way round, to hinder his 

aſlage, and interrupt his journey ; 
Fa char things beginning now to 
compoſe, the Turks zppeas'd for the 
former diſorders, and the minds of 
the Fews in ſome manner ferled, mighr 
be moved, and combuſtions burſt our 
afreſh , oy the appearance of this 
new Impoſtor; And therefore difparcl.- 
ed this Letter as followeth, 
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To you who are the Shepherds 
of Iſrael, and Rulers, who 
reſide for the great God of the 
whole Is orld, in the Citie of 
Smyrna, whech 4 Mother 27 
Iſrael , to her Princes , her 
P rieſts. her Tudges, - ay eſpe- 
cially to the perfeCt wiſe men, 
and of great experience , may 
the Lord God cauſe you jo live 
before him, and delight in the 


multitude of Peace, Amen, ſo 
be the will of the Lord. 


Hele our Letters are dil- 
patched unto you, to let 
yOu underſtand, that in the 
place of your Holineſs ) We 
have heard that the lcarned 
man, which was 1n Gaza, cal- 
led Nathan, Benjamin, hath pub- 


lihed

liſhed Vame Dodrines , and - 
made the World Tremble at 
his Words and Inventions; And 
that at this time we have re- 
ceivd Advice , that this man 
tome dayes fince, departed from 
Gaza, and took his Journey by 
the way of Scanderone , inten- 
ding there to Imbarke for Smys- 
24, and thence to go to Conſftan- 
tinople, or Adrianople: And 
though 1t feem a ſtrange thing 
unto us , that any Man ſhould 
have a delire to throw himſelf 
into a place of Flames, and Fire, 
and into the Sparkes of Hell ; 
notwithſtanding we ought to 
tear, and ſuſpect it ; For the 
Feet of Man alwayes onide hint 
to the worfſk» Wherefore we 
Under-written do Adverttle 
you , that this Man coming 


within 
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within the compale of your Ju- 
risdi&ion , you give a ſtop to 
his Journey , and not fuffer 
him to proceed t2rther , but 
preſently to return back. For 
we would have you know, that 
at his coming, he will again 
begin to move thole Tumults, 
which have been cauſed through 
the Imaginitions of a New 
Kingdome ; And that Miracles 
are not to be Wronght eyery 
ay. 

God forbid that by his com- 
ing the People of God ſhould 
be deſtroy'd in all places where 
they are, of which he will be 
the firſt, whoſe Blood be up- 
on his own Head : For in this 
Conjuncture, every little Error 
or Fault 1s made Capital. You 
may remember the Danger of 


the 
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the firſt Combuſtion : And it is 
very probable that he will be 
an occaſion of greater, which 
the Tongue 15 not able to ex- 


preſs with Words. And there- 


fore by Vertue of Ours, and 
Your own Authority , you are 
to hinder him from proceed- 
ing farther in his Journey , up- 
on paine of all thoſe Excom- 
munications which Our Law 
can Impole, and to force him 
co return back again, beth he, 
and his Company. But it he 
ſhall in any manner Oppole 
you, and Rebel againſt your 
Word, your Indeavours and

Things contrary to his Propheſfie, was 
reſolved, without entring Smyrna, to 
returne again : Howlſcever he obtained 
leave to viſit the Sepulcher of his Mo- 
ther, and there to receive Pardon of his 
Sins ( according to the Inſtitution of 
Sabazai before mentioned ) but firſt 
waſhed himſelf in the Sea, in man- 
ner of Purification, and faid his Tephil- 
ta, or Prayers, at & the Fountain, called 
by us the Fountain Santa Pencrands , 
which is near to the Cymetry of the 
Fewes, and then deparred for Xo , 
with two Companions, a Servant, and 
three Turks, to conduct him, without 
admitting the Lezates to Audience, 
or anſwering the Letter which was 
ſent him, from all the Communities 
of the Fewes in 7taly, 5And thus the 
Embaſly of theſe. Legates Was COn- 
cluded, and they rerurned from the 
place from whence they came, and the 
Tewes again to their Wits , following 
their Trade of Merchandize and Bro- 
kage as formerly, with more quiet , 
and advantage, then the meanes of re- 
o4ining their Poſſeſfions in the Land 
of Promiſe. And thus ended this mad

You will in this Relation perceive 
farther , how Signally the Hand of 
Almighty God (abour the ſame tune) 
went out to their yet greater ſhameand 
extermination: And if any thing were 


capable to reduce that miſerably de- 


Iuded People , certainly one would 
think theſe continu'd Frownes , and 
Acceats of his Diſpleaſure againſt all 
their Enterpriſes; as it ought to con- 
firme the Truth of the Chriſtian Pro- 
feſsion , ſo ic thould even conſtraine 
them to haſten to it ; For the Wrath 
7s come upon them to the uttcrmoſt. 
in the Reign of the famous Abas, 
©opyy of Perſia , and Grand-Father to 
the preſent Emperour, the Nation be- 
ing low, and ſomewhat exhauſted of

 Tuhahitants ,- it entred into the Minde 


of this Prixce ( a Wye and Prudent 
Man, and one who exceedingly ſtu- 
died the Benefit of his SubjedFs ) to 
ſeek ſome expedient for the Reviyal 


all manner of Fremviledges and Immn- 
nities to encourage other contiguous 
Nations to Negotiate and Trade a- 
mongſt them; And this. Proje# he 
"Y | boftilled 
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fortifled with ſo many 7mmunities , 
and uſed them ſo we# who came, that 
repairing from all Partes to his 
Countrey, 1n a ſhort time the whole 
Kingdome was filled with Mmnltitudes 
of the moſt Induſtrious People and 
Strangers that any way bordered on 
him. 

Ic happened, that amongſt thoſe 
who came , innumerable Flocks of 
Tewes ran thither from all their D#ſ- 
perſons 10 the Faſt; attracted by the 
Gaine, which they univerſally make 
waere ever they ſet footing, by their 
innate Craft,Sacred Avarice,and the ex- 
ceſsive Extortions which they continu- 
ally Practice, And it was not many years 
but by this meanes, they had fo im- 
poveriſhed the reſt, and eſpectally ri:e 
Natural Subje&ts of Perſia, that the 
Clamor of it reached to the Eares 
of the Emperour; and indeed it was 
Intollerable, for even his own Ex- 
chequer began to be ſenſible of it, as 
well as his Peoples Purſes, and E- 
ſtates, which they had almoſt De- 
voured: 
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How to repreſs this Imermity , and 
remedy this Tnconvenierce , Without 
giving Umbraze to the reft of thoſe 
profitable frangers now {etled in his 
Dominions , by falling ſeverely upon 
the Fewes on the ſudden, he long con- 
ſulted ; and for that end call'd to his 
Adwice his Chief Miniſters of State , 
the Mufzi , and Expounders of the 
Liw: After much D:ipute 'twas at 
laſt found, That the Fewes had al- 
ready long ſince forfeited their Lives 
by the very Text of the Alcoran ; 


where 1t is expreſs'd, That it within 


Six Hunarcd yeares from the promul- 
gation of that Religion, they did not 
Univerſally come in, and Profeſs the 
Mahumetan Faith, they ſhould be de- 
ſtroy'd, The Zealous Emprrer would 
immediately have put this Ea7& 'm 
Execution ; but, by the Interceſhon of 
the Xrfti, and the reſt of the Doctors, 
'ewas thought fir to ſuſpend it tor the 
preſent : Bur that theſe growing, E- 
vils might in time have a perzo/, His 
Maj'fty Commanded thar all the: Char 
chammi, Rabbins, and Chiefe among

before his Tribunal, and make An- 
{wer to ſome 06jections that were to 
be propounded to them, 


The Fewes being accordingly con- 
ven'd, the Sophy Examines them a- 
bout ſeveral Paſlages of their Law, 
and particularly concerning the Prg- 
phet Moyſes, and thoſe Rites of his 
which ſeem'd to have been fo long 
annihiltated amongſt them, fince the 
coming of 1a; (for ſo they call 7eſws) 
after whom they pretended their Af.:- 
homet was to take place, and all othet 


Pred;dions to determine, 


The Tewes much terrified with the 
manner of theſe Interrozatories , and 
dubious what the meaning and drift 
of them might {ignifie, told the Em- 
peror 5 That for Chriſt they did not 
believe in him; but that they expected 
a Meſsiah of their own to come, who 
ſhould by his Miraculous power deli- 
ver them from their Opprefſors , and 
ſubdue all the World to his Obedt-

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At this Reply the Sophy appear'd to 
be much Inſenc'd : How ! ſayes he, 
Do you not then believe Chriſt, of 
whom our very Alcoray makes ſo Ho- 
norable mention * as that he was the 
*pirit of God, ſent down from him , 
and returning to him, ec. It we Be- 
ieve him , Why do not you? What 
ſay you for your ſelves you Incredu- 
lous Wretches « The Confounded 
Fewes perceiving the Emperour thus 
Provoked , immediately proſtrated 
themſelves on the ground , humbly 
ſupplicating him to take pity on his 
$l.ves, who acknowledged themſelves 
altogether unable ro Diſpute with his 
Majefy; That for the Chriſtians, they 
ſeem'd indeed to them to be groſle 
1delaters ; Men, who did not Wor- 
ſhip God, but a Crucified Malefatfor, 
and a Decerver : which ſtill the more 
diſplealed the Sophy 5 not induring 
they ſhould ſo Blaſpheme a Perſon for 
whom their Alceray had fo great a 
Reverence: However, for the preſey: 
he dilembles his reſentment ; *TI is 
well, ſayes he, you do not believe 
the God of the Chriſtians > Bur, tell 

me, 
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me, Whar. think you of our Great 
Prophet Mahomet * This Demand ex- | 
ceedingly perplex'd them , not know- 
ing what to Reply : and indeed it was 
contriv'd on. purpoſe , that convincing 
them of Blaſphemy ( as they eſteem'd 
it ) againſt their Prophet, the Sophy 
might find a ſpecious and legal pre- 
rence to 1uine and deſtroy them, with- 
out giving any jealouſte or ſuſpition 
to the reſt of the Strangers, who were 
Traficking in his Country, of ſeveral 
other Relizzoxs, but who were not in 
the leaſt obnoxious to his difpleaſure, 


After a long pauſe, and ſecret con- 
ference with one another, it was art laſt 
reſolved among them, That though 
they had deny'd Chriſt, they would 
yer ſay nothing poſutively againſt A14- 
homet : Therefore they told the Em- 
perour 5 That though their Religion 
torbad them to believe any Prophet 
ſave Moſes, &c. yet they did not hold 
Mahomet for a falſe Prophet, in as mach 
as he was deſcended of 1ſmaet the 
Son of Abraham; 'and that they deſf- 
red to remaine His Majeſties humble 

EF 4 V aſſats 
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YVaſfals and Slaves , and crav'd His 
pity on them. 

The Soephy eafily perceiving the 
Cunning 2nd wary Suvteriuge of their 
Reply, told tem ; This thould not (ſerve 
their tune : .' That they were a Peg- 
ple of diflolute Principles. and thar un- 
der pretence of their long expected 
Meſsiah, they peifiſted in a falſe Rel:- 
gion, and kepr off from Proſclytizg to 
the rrne Beſzefe; and theretore requi- 
red of them ro ſer a poſitive Time, 
131 | When their Meſs:i4h was to appear ; 
tor thar he would Support them no 
longer, « ho had impos'd on the World, 
and Cheated his People now ſo many 
Yeares z Burt, withal aſſuring them, 
that he would both Pardon and Pro- 
-F zecf them for the time they ſhould 
| Aſsign, provided they did not go a- 
1, | bout to abuſe Him by any incompe- 
rent Precra/tinations, but aſsign the Year 
preciſely of his Coming z when , if, ac- 
cordingly he did not Appear , they 
were Sons of Death, and ſhould all of 
them either Renounce their Faith, or 
be certainly Deſtroy a, and their Eſtates 
Conhſcated,

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The poor Fewes, though infigitely 
Confonnded with this unexpeRed De- 
mand, and Reſolution of the Sophy 3 
after a ſecond Conſultation among 
themſelves, (which che Emperor gran- 
ted, ) contriv'd to give him this An- 
ſwer, That according to their Books 
and Propheſies their Meſſiah ſhould in- 
fallibly Appear within Seventy years 5 
prudently ( as they thought ) belie- 
ving, that either the Emperor or They 
ſhould be all-of them dead before 
that time; and that, in the interim , 
ſuch Alterations might emerge, as all 
this would be forgotten, or averted ; 
and that at the worſt, a good ſumme 
of Money would reverſe the ſextence. 
But that ſomething. was of neceſſity 
tro be promis'd to fatisfie his preſent 
humorous zeal, : 

The Emperor accepts of the Ax- 
ſwer , and 1mmediately cauſes it ro 
be Recorded in form of' a {olemn $Stj- 
pulation between them ; Thar in caſe 
there were no news of their Meſi;ah 
within: the Severty years aſſlign'd (to 
which of Grace, he added fiye more) 


they 
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they ſhould either turn Mahumetans, 
or their whole Nation utterly be de- 
os throughout Perſi1, and their 
Subſtance confiſcated : but with this 
Clasſe alſo inſerted ; That it their Meſ- 
fiah did Appear within that Period, 
the Emperor would himſelf be obliged 
to become a Few, and make all his 
Subjects fo with him 5 This drawn 
(as we faid ) in form of Inſtrument, 
was. reciprocally zz d and /eal'd on 
both parts, and the Fews for the 
preſent diſmiſs'd 3 with the payment 
yer of no leſs than two Millions of 
Gold (as my Author affirms ) for the 
tavour of this long Indulgence. 


Since the time of this Exzperor A- 
bas, to the preſent Sophy now Rezgu- 
ine, there are not onely theſe Sevens 
ty years paſt, but one hundred and fif- 
zeen Expir'd ; during which the Per- 
ſcans have been ſo moleſted by the 
Turks, and by continual Warr in the 
Eaſt Indias, &c, that the ſucceeding 
Princes no more minded this Stipula- 
2i0n of their Predeceſſors ; *till by a 
wonderful Accident in the Reign of 

ne 
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the ſecond Abas, ( Father of him who 
now governs) a Perſon extreamly curi- 
ous of Antiquities, ſearching one day a- 
mongſt the Recor of ii's Palace, there 
was found this Wricing in the -Zournal of 
his Father , intimating what had ſo 
ſolemnly paſs'd between him, and the 
Chiefs of the Fews in the Name of 
their whole Nation, 


Upon ths the Scphy inſtantly ſum- 
mons a Council, produces the 1nSru- 
ent before them, and requires their 
advice, what was to be done: and the 
rather , for that there began now to 
be great Whiſpers, and ſome Letters 
had been written to them from Mer- 
chants out of Turkey, of the motions 
of a pretended Meſs;ah, which was the 
famous Sabataz: - This ſo wrought 
with the Emperor anda his Conncl, 
that with one Yozce, and without lon- 
ger pawſe, they iminediately conclude 
upon. the deſtruction Of the Fews, 
and that this wicked Gezeration of 
Impoſiors and Oppreſiors of his People 
were no longer to bs induted upon the 


Earth. 


In 
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In Order to this Reſolution Procla- 
ations are iſſu'd out and publiſhed 
to the People , and to all that were 
Strangers and Inhabitants amongſt 
them, impowering them to fall im- 
mediately upon the Fews in all the 
Perſian Dominions 3 and to put to 
the Sword Man, Woman, and Child, 
but {ſuch as ſhould forthwith turn to 
the Mahametan Belief : and to ſeize 
on their Goods and Eſtates without 
any remorſe or pity. 


This cruel and bloudy Arreft was 
accordingly put in Execution firſt ar 
Iſþahan , and ſuddenly afterwards in 
all the reſt of the Cities and Towns 
of Perſia. Happy was he that could 
eſcape the fury of the inraged Peo- 
ple, who by vertue of the publique 
Sentence, grounded upon the declared 
Stipulation, and now more encouraged 
by the dwindling of their pretended 
Meſffiah, had no commiſeration on 
them, but ſlew and made hawvock 
of chem, where-ever they could find 
a Few through all their vaſt Territs- 
ries; falling upon the ſpoil, and con- 

tinuing 
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tinuing the Carnage to their utter 
Extetmination ; Nor did the Perſe- 
c#tion ceaſe for ſeveral Tears , begin- 
ning from about S:xty three till 
Sixty fix, at Iſpahan, the Cities and 
Countries of Seyra, Ghelan, Huma- 
dau, Ardan, Tanrrs, and in ſumme, 
through the whole Empire , without 
{paring either Sex or Age; excepting 
(as was ſaid ) ſuch as turned Mahs- 
metans , or elcaped throngh the De- 
ſerts into Turkey, India, and other farr 
diſtant Regions, and that without 
Hopes of ever Re-eftabliſhing them- 
ſelves for the future in Perſia, the 
hatred of that Pegple being fo dead- 
ly and irreconcileable againft chem, 
And in truth this late Ao and 
Miſcarriage of theit pretended Meſ- 
fah has rendred them ſo univerſal- 
ly deſpicable ; that nothing but a 
determined 0bſinacy., and an evident 
and Judicial MalediFio from Hea- 
ven could poſſibly continue them 1n 
that prodigious Blindze/ out of which 
yet, GOD, of his infinite Myrcy, 
one day, deliver them, that they may 
af. laſt See and Believe in Him whom 

they 
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they have prerced 5 and that fo both 
Few and Gentile 1n1y make One Flock 
under that Oa*® Shepherd and Biſhop 


of our Souls, Feſus Chriſt the Trar 
MESSIAH, Amey, 
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
